Spring 
planting 
plans 
for 
the 
Pennsylvania State Forests, allotting 
3,800,000 forest 
trees 
seedlings for 
this year's 
reforesting 
operations, 
have been approved by Commissioner1 
of Forestry Robert S. Conklin. In ad­ 
dition to these trees for the State For­ 
ests, about 1,750,000 will 
be 
distri­ 
buted free of 
charge to private in­ 
dividuals and corporations 
interested 
in reforesting. 
Almost 
400,000 
of 
these trees will he used 
by 
water 
companies 
in 
reforesting 
barren 
watersheds upon which boroughs and 
cities depend for their water supply. 
This number, 
although 
probably» 
greater 
than that to be 
planted by 
any other State in 
the Union, is al­ 
most 2,OOO,OOO under the record set 
by Pennsylvania last year. The rea­
